Immigratio n figu res sho w a marked change as a resu lt o f 
the new law. 
Befo re the Wo rld War, o u r net immigrants minu s emi­ 
grants—was nearly 1,000,000 a year. 
The war sto pped*

ing. In 1919 it started u p again. 
In 1921 there was a neL 
immigratio n o f o v er half a millio n. 
Then the immigrant restrictio n law, to gether with a bu sl-l 
» ess slu mp, lo wered the nu mber to less than 200,000 in 1922. 
|Bu t again the cu rv e started u pward, and in the year ending 
with Ju ne, 1924, the co u ntry had gained abo u t 630,000 f o r ­ 
eigners. 
The seco nd, mo re drastic, restrictio n law has bro u ght a 
new dro p, to that in the year ended last Ju ne, the gain was 
o nly abo u t 200,000. 
These, ho wev er, are o fficial figu res, sho wing o nly immi­ 
grants entering the co u ntry by legitimate channels.' Ev ery
